Phone rate increase requested 


Illinois Bell on Friday asked the 
Illinois Commerce Commission for its 
first. general rate increase in. local 
telephone rates in six years. 

The company is asking for a seven 
percent increase in total revenues to 
offset inflation-caused cost increases. 
The request is well below what the 
company could ask for with the stan- 
dards set by the federal government's 
council on Wage and Price Stability, a 
spokesman said 

“We haven't had a general rate in- 
crease since Jan. 1, 1974," said Illinois 
Bell President Charles Marshall 

“One of the major reasons telephone 
rates have remained a bargain is that 
our productivity has improved at a rate 
more than three times the national 
average. We have introduced cost- 
saving technology to offset part of the 
effect of inflation. 

“In spite of stringent cost-cutting and 
productivity increases, our costs keep 
going up,’” Marshall said. ‘While 
consumer goods and services in genera]

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Fight for 'workfare’ continuing

work requirement on most 
able-bodied but unemployed 
rétipients of food stamps, 
public housing benefits, and 
aL to families with 
defendent children (AFDC) 
“That idea should draw 
Findley some fans among 
those who subscribe to the 
puritan work ethic, but 
friends are rarely as vocal as 
foes. 

Findley had a tough time 
squeezing through Congress 
a watered down workfare 
amendment in late 1977 
That legislation authorized 
pilot projects to test the 
concept in food stamp 
programs in 14 communities, 
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Only five communities 
were willing to bear the 
financial costs of ad- 
ministering the projects and 
wade through the “red tape” 
necessary to volunteer © to 
test the idea in 1979. 

The preliminary results in 
those five communities 
seemed to raise serious 
questions about just how 
many people really needed 
food stamps. 

Two-thirds of the 547 
participants in the 
demonstration _ projects 
opted to give up some of their 
food stamps rather than 
perform public service jobs 

In San Diego County, 
Calif., which had the largest 
of the pilot projects, 80 
percent of the 415  par- 
ticipants decided they would 
rather lose some food 
stamps than show up for 
work. 

Those pilot projects were 
vigorously opposed by 
welfare rights groups, and 
what Findley did in the past 
is just peanuts compared to 
what he would like to do in 
the future. 

Findley’s new bill, still in 
the drafting stage, would 

he work requirement 
-the-board’’ in the 
Public Housing 
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Subsidy and Food Stamp 
programs 

His staff had wanted him 
to make it even broader by 
ineluding recipients of 
Medicaid and Unem- 
ployment Compensation 
Findley rejected that 
suggestion, largely because 
it would make the package 
even more difficult to sell on 
Capitol Hill 

As it is, Findley’s new 
approach goes light years 
beyond his test program. 

Instead of states and local 
governments having a 
choice, all state govern- 
ments would be required to 
cooperate — under penalty 
of losing federal assistance 
for the relevant programs. 

If the head of the 
household refused to take his 
or her public service job 
assignment, the family 
would lose all of its federal 
benefits in the particular 
program, In the test 
projects, the penalty for 
refusal to work was 
forefeiture of only one family 
member's food stamps 

The work requirement 
would apply to most able- 
bodied adults, age 18 or 
older, who are receiving 
benefits and not already 
employed for 40 hours a 
week 

The only exemptions 
would be for the retired, the 


children age three through 
five would be exempted if 
child care was not available 
at reasonable cost 

Full-time students would 
have to work up to 15 hours:a 
week in the public service 
jobs, and there would be a 
proportionate ratio for 
parttime students 

Those subject to the work 
requirement would work off 
their benefits at the 
minimum wage rate for a 
maximum of 40 hours a 
week, 

Findley says he is not 
trying to penalize the poor, 
only to give them a sense of 
dignity by having a job in- 
stead of a hand-out 

The poor may not see it 
that way. And a definitely 
negative reaction can be 
expected in the nation’s 
capital 

Most of the committees of 
Congress are controlled by 
urban Democrats’ with 
sizable welfare con- 
stituencies. 

The Carter administration 
is not likely to be sym- 
pathetic: it opposed the idea 
of even tésting the “work. 
fare” concept 

Findley has his work cut 
out for him, particularly 
with 1980 an election year 
and politicians reluctant to 
rock the boat of welfare 
constituencies 


But he feels, despite the 
drawbacks, that he has to 
keep the coals kindled under 
his pet project 

Of course, it also gives 
Cong. Findley the political 
fringe benefit of having 
something to talk about with 
his conservative constituents 
that will go over more 
favorably than his being pals 
with the Palestinian 
Liberation Organization

Despite expected lower 
sales and earnings in the 
fourth quarter, A. O. Smith

Smith said sales in 1979 
should be about $835,000,000, 
compared with $806,526,000 
in 1978. 

Earnings, before an ex- 
traordinary © loss, are 
forecast to be in the range of 
$26,850,000 to $27,600,000, or 
from $5.45 to $5.60 per share, 
compared with earnings last 
year of $27,012,000, or $5.50 
per share. 

Smith pointed out that: in 
the second quarter, the 
company suffered an ex- 
traordinary loss of 
$6,000,000, or $1.22 per share, 
in settlement of civil suits, 
court fines and legal fees 
arising out of price fixing 
charges in the water heater 
industry. 

The extraordinary. loss will 
reduce 1979 net earnings to 
the range of $20,850,000 to 
$21,600,000, or from $4.23 to 
$4.38 per share. 

In the fourth quarter, with 
sales lagging in a number of 
product lines compared with 
a year ago, Smith forecast 
earnings in the range of 
$4,450,000 to $5,200,000, or 
from 90 cents to $1.05 per 
share, on sales of 
$185,000,000. In the fourth 
quarter of 1978, A, O, Smith 
had sales of $205,382,000 and 
earnings of $6,590,000, or 
$1.34 per share. 

The Consumer Products 
Division, a leading 
manufacturer of water 
heating equipment, coun- 
tered the declining’ fourth 
quarter sales trend. The 
division benefitted from a 
strong promotion program 
conducted during November 
in which the company was 
the lead participant in 
National.

livestock - feeding systems. 

Unit sales of electric 
motors will be down slightly 
in the quarter compared — 
with last year, primarily 
because of strikes at 
customer plants. :

Other factors affecting 
earnings in 1979 compared — 
with 1978, Smith said, will be 
a slightly lower effective tax 
rate. this year and. sub- 
stantially higher earnings 
from affiliate companies.

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BAC staff praised 
for smal] turnover 


Belleville Area College's 
Board of Trustees, in 
exonerating its president of 
several charges and 
criticisms leveled by 
members of the college 
faculty, has issued a 
statement noting the almost 
non-existent: turnover as 
evidence of high morale. 

At the November Board 
meeting, faculty members 
had delivered a letter to 
board members expressing 
“no confidence’ in the 
president and detailing 
several complaints. 

Included were the charges 
that academic freedom had 
been denied by the 
president's having in- 
tervened in a_stddent’s 
grade, and by his having 
okayed use of sick leave time 
by a vice-president who 
managed to attend law 
school during the time he 
was recuperating from knee 
surgery 

In answering the 
ciriticisms, the board said in 
its statement that ‘the 
college endorses academic 
freedom, but only to the 
extent that classroom ac- 
tivities are in keeping with 
federal and state 
regulations, and only to the 
extent that the rights of the 
student are not diminished." 

The student whose grade 
was changed had claimed an 
invasion of his rights under 
the Family Privacy Act 

Further, the alement 

erted, “Dr Keel’s 
recommendation and ap- 
proval of Dr. Bruce 
Wissore’s use of 2 
cumulated leave was con- 
sistent with past practices as 
well as cur board policy 

“Dr. Wissore was legally 
entitled to the sick leave 
days and vacation days that 
he used for educational 
purposes.”’ 

The statement did 
however, indicate that a 
comprehensive review of the 
policy on sick leave days and 
vacation days of all 
professional staff will be 
warranted. 

Answering other 
criticisms, the board stated 
that it had approved the 
dissolution of a committee on 
faculty evaluation; that it 
felt that a review of hiring 
practices through the years 
has been “very satisfactory’ 
and the board ‘‘finds no fault 
with the President's actions 
in this regard 

In a pointed conclusion to 
the statement, the board 
suggested that the number of 
grievances filed by faculty 
members is not as much 
indicator of faculty mora 
as is the minimum turnover 
which the. college ex 
periences’ in its full-time 
faculty

New scale 
for trucks 


Granite City Steel last 
week opened new truck scale 
facilities at the south end of 
its steelworks plant. 

In brief ceremonies in 
front of the new -building, 
Vice-President-Administ- 
ration Jim Eisenbeis cut a 
ribbon formally signaling 
the start of operation of the 
scale. 

On Hand were 
representatives of the GC 
Steel traffic department and 
officials of three - trucking 
companies which are the 
primary local carriers of 
steel from the mill—R. M. 
Bowler of Granite City and 
P. J. Hamill and Northwest 
Drayage, both of St. Louis. 

The new electronic- 

mechanical Fairbanks scale 
has a 70-foot platform which 
permits weighing loaded 
trucks in one action, rather 
than in two as was requiréd 
for the so-called ‘Double- 
draft’’ weighing on the older, 
smaller scale. That scale 
was not long enough to ac- 
commodate many of the 
tractor-trailer rigs in use 
today, ? 
Total weight on the new 
scale is transmitted from the 
scale platform to'a screen in 
the weigher's office adjacent 
to the platform. 

The necessary documents 
are processed by the weigher 
by insertion in a machine, 
and the paper-work tran- 
saction with the driver is 
handled through a window at 
truck cab level, similar to a 
drive-in bank operation, At 
the old scale, the driver had 
to dismount and go to the 
window. 

“The new scale will ex- 
pedite the weighing 
process,”’ said Kisenbeis, 
“and will minimize 
congestion. 

“The large open area 
around the scalehouse will 
prevent backups of vehicle 
lines into areas where there 
is other plant activity.” 

The new scale is located 
some distance away from 
the old scale, where there 
was heavy rail traffic 
nearby. 

The tuck scale building 
contains a weigher’s room, 
two dispatcher rooms, a 
utility room and a restroom. 
General contractor on the 
project was M. H. Wolfe & 
Co., Granite City.

Vickers said the district 
still owes anticipation 
warrants amounting to 
$165,000 in the same fund, but 
will’ pay these off from 
current tax collections which 
have a balance of $250,000.

Federal school aid 
restoration sought 


The Venice Board of 
Education has agreed to join 
with other area boards in 
adopting a resolution urging 
U.S. Congressman Melvin 
Price to support restoration 
of funds for Public Law 874 to 
the funding level of the last 
fiscal year. 

The action was taken at 
Thursday night's board 
meeting. 

Supt. of Schools Robert N. 
Vickers said the Venice 
School District received 
approximately $8,000 last 
year under PL 874, which 
reimburses districts for 
pupils whose parents work 
on government installations 
or who live in public housing. 

In the’ past, districts 
awarded such funds have 
been required to use the 
money in projects of benefit 
4o such students, Vickers 
explained. 

This requirement no 
longer exists and such funds

Congressman Melvin Price 
to support by his testimony, 
personal or written, before 
appropriate Congressional 
committees, the restoration 
of funds for PL 874 to the 
funding level of Fiscal Year 
1979." 

The board also approved 
monthly financial 
statements, bills and 
payrolls for the Venice 
Schools and Venice-Lincoln 
Technical Center.

A U. §, Senate tax relief proposal for 
small savers, although modest in scope, is 
providing a bit of pre-Christmas cheer: It. 
was added to the currently pend 
fall profits tax legislation, and it c 
tax exemptions for the first 
dividends and interest earned on s 
($400 for couples) 

Dr. Jack Carlson, chief economist for 
the National Association of Realtor 
that even such small tax relief on 
interest and dividends would offer 
“substantial benefits to the economy 
Private investment and savings would 
increase by two percent, leading to the 
creation of more than 100,000 jobs.’’ He 
differs with Sen. Edmund Muskie's view 
that the plan ‘‘won't work, isn't f and 
isn’t necessary.” 

Carlson believes that “investment in 
productivity-increasing equipment would 
grow by two percent, commercial and 
industrial structure production would rise 
by a like amount, and an additional 50,000 
new homes would be built. Worker 


productivity would improve by one-half 
percent, thereby helping lower the con- 
sumer price level by one-third percent 
and average spendable income per 
household could increase by $80. 

“In this Congress, where small s 
investors, business people and taxpay 
have been hurt in their pocketbooks, the 
Senate’s tax relief package is welcome. 
We hope the House will agree and provide

of less than billion in 1982, the first ef- 

fective year, and about $18 billion for the 

decade of the 1980s." Balanced against this 

would be the stimulus to the economy, 

generating additional business activity 
that also would be subject to taxation 

It is difficult to be certain that the 
proposal would have the precise results 
indicated, But the proposed law seems 
more than justified, taking into account

In some ways of applying the formula 
for computing state aid, the Venice 
School District theoretically might be 
eligible to receive $531,706 next year, 
but “Venice, however, is not even going 
to get the aid we hoped we would,” 
Supt. of Schools Robert N. Vickers 
informed, the Board of Education 
Thursday’ night. 

He reported being in Springfield 
Wednesday and learning that certain 
school districts are limited to receiving 
only 35 percent more than the amount 
of State funds allotted last year. 

“Venice is included among those 
upon which a limitation is placed,” 
Vickers said. ‘‘I understand the 
limitation affects only a few districts, 
but we're one of them,” he added. 

“Our assessed’ valuation shows a 
reduction of 46 percent through loss of 
the corporate personal tax,” the ad- 
ministrator said. 

This year, the Venice district 
received $139,203 in state aid, and next 
year a total of $158,466 will be allocated 
to the district if the limitation rule 
continues, he said.

The current year’s claim was 
$143,924, on which the $139,203 was sent. 
The maximum amount the district can 
claim in 1980-81 is $187,924, with other 
factors involved in the formula that is 
being used, the actual amount comes to 
the $158,466 figure, Vickers said.
